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MISSISSIPPI SEES

Withdrawal of Troops from 
Kemper County Marked 
by Fresh Clash; At 
Least 12 Dead. 


WHITE MEN ARE SLAIN. 


Second Urgent Call for Soldiers 
Sent to Vardaman After 
Afternoon of Bloody 
Fighting. 


Meridan, Miss., Dec. 26., 8 a. m.—[{Special.] 
~—Ten negroes and two white men are known 
to have been killed in the race war that has 
been in progress in the northern part of 
Kemper county for two days, 

It is possible that the total number of dead 
is considerably larger. Several of the reports 
brought here say that four white men weré 
killed and that bodies of negroes are being 
found all over the settlement. 

Violence broke out afresh immediately 
after the departure of the state troops yester- 
day. All afternoon and until a late hour last 
night fighting was in progress, 

Acting on instructions from Gov. Vardaman 
the officer commanding the troops here dis- 
patched a strong force of soldiers for Scooba, 
the scene of the most serious trouble, at 1 
o’clock this morning. . The greatest difficulty 
was experienced in getting soldiers to re- 
spond to the call. 


Vardaman May Go to Scene. 

Gov. Vardaman may go to the scene in per- 
son. He had planned to leave Jackson last 
night, but was unable to make the necessary 
train connections and probably will start to- 
morrow morning. 

The trouble at Scooba was caused primar- 
ily by the meeting in a narrow roadway 
of wagons driven by a white farmer ané a4 
negro. The negro ,abused the white man, 
who reported the dccurrencé to the white 
villagers at Wahalak. Whites immediately 
Organized themselves, and in a fight with 
the negroes of the community a white man 
was killed. The number of negroes killed is 
not known. 

On Sunday a disturbance aboard a Mobile 
and Ohio train, near Wahalak, resulted in the 
killing of a negro by the conductor. 

The trouble originated while a passenger 
train was between Wahalak and Scooba in 
a fight between two negroes. Conductor 
Cooper attempted to separate the combat- 
ants, when he was attacked by a negro 
known as Spencer. After receiving several 
dangerous knife wounds, Cooper fired on his 
assailant, seriously wounding him and kill- 
ing an unknown negro. When Wahalak was 
reached Spencer, though badly wounded, left 
the train, and when Constable O’Brien at- 
tempted to effect his capture the negro shot 
and killed the officer. Spencer then escaped 
to the woods, with a posse in pursuit, 


White Hamlet Surrounded. 

Following this the negroes for miles around 
congregated in the town of Wahalak, forty 
miles north of this city, and paraded the 
streets, threatening vengeance to the whites. 

At Wahalak scarcely more than twenty-five 
white persons reside, and in response to a plea 
for protection, Battery I and Company D of 
state militia stationed in this city were 
ordered to proceed to the scene with all dis- 
patch. The battery, by instruttions, carried 
a gatling gun and all the men were armed. 

The soldiers returned to Meridian, yester- 
day, their presence apparently being unnec- 
éesgeary. After their arrival at Wahalak no 
disturbance occurred, although it is believed 
that three negroes, including George Simp- 
son, one of the principals in the disturbance 
aboard the Mobile and Ohio train last Sun- 
day, had been lynched just before thearrival 
of the troops. 

The citizens of Wahalak will not admit the 
fact that the men were captured by a possé, 
but.say they were “ lost in the swamp ” while 
on their way to town. 

County Officials Inactive. 

Officers of the company state that on their 
arrival at Wahalak no county officials were 
on hand to which they could report, and 
that during their stay there none of the 
county officials appeared among the troops. 
Col. McCanta, who was in charge of the 
troops, stated to the citizens that while the 
soldiers were always ready to reply to a call 
for assistance a real need should be ap- 
parent before they were called on. He for- 
bade armed bodies of men riding through 
the country and would permit no acts which 
indicated violence. 

The soldiers state they found armed men 
from other places in charge when they 
reached the scene. 


Blood Runs When Troops Leave. 

Quiet had apparently been restored yes- 
terday afternoon, when the troops were with- 
drawn. Three hours afterward five negroes, 
who, it is alleged, had taken no part/in the 
former troubles, were massacred, quickly 
followed by another uprising among the 
negroes of the population, and resulting in 
the death of two white men, the serious 
wounding of another, and the killing of four 
more negroes. 

News of the outbreak was wired to Gov. 
Vardaman, and the chief executive imme- 
diately ordered Col. Sam J. McCants of the 
Second regiment to return to Wahalak with 
a detachment of soldiers from the two 
Meridian companies. 

It was reported here early yesterday thata 
body of the negroes had fortified themgelves 
two miles from Wahalak and announce they 
will resist any effort to dislodge them. They 
threaten to burn the little town. The whites 
all around the country have armed them- 
selves and one party of fifty armed persons 
arrived there from Columbus, Miss. 


Appeal to Vardaman for Aid. 
Jackson, Miss., Dec. 25.—Late tonight Gov. 
Vardaman received a telegram from J. A. 
Quarles, a prominent citizen of Scooba, Miss., 


stating that a further uprising had occurred , 


in which five unknown negroes were killed 
and that their slayers had been captured and 
asking that troops be dispatched to that place 
to help hold the prisoners. Gov. Vardaman 
promptly instructed the colonel commanding 
at Meridian to ask fora special train over the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad and to go to the 
scene as quickly as possible.

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BOAT BURNS: SAILORS’ WORK? 


Empire State of Barry Line Is 
Ruined by Fierce Fire. 


FLAMES FED BY GASOLINE. 


Alleged Witness Says Two Former 


The big passenger and freight steamer Em- 
piré State of the Barry line was ruined by 
@ mysterious fire which burned out the in- 
terior of the boat while it was lying at its 
dock at the foot of Illinois street yesterday 
afternoon. According to at least one wit- 
ness, the boat was set on fire by two sailors, 
former employés of the company, who 
hatched the plot in a saloon, 

The blaze started in the hold shortly be- 
fore 2 o'clock, and spread with such light- 
ninglike rapidity that Second Engineer E. 
Doucett and Fireman Michael McDermott 
were forced to flee for their lives, leaving 
their clothing behind them. The upper 
works of the boat wére enveloped in flame 
almost before the last strokes of the alarm 
bell had sounded in Chief Horan’s office in 
the city hall, and desperate work on the 
part of four fire companies and the crew of 
the fireboat Illinois was necessary to put out 
the fire which had threatened to spread to 
the huge warehouses which line the docks. 

Steamer Wisconsin Threatened. 

Once the flames caught on the edge of the 
dock, and it was feared that they might reach 
the steamer Wisconsin of the same line, 
which was tied up to the east of the burning 
boat. 

Firemen were stationed on Illinois street 
to protect the warehouses of the William 
Campbell Wallpaper company, the National 
Creamery Supply company, the D. B. Scully 
Syrup company, the IJlinois Wallpaper Mills, 
and the General Electric company. 

The firemen were busy flooding the hold 
of the boat and endeavoring to find out why 
the flames should have attacked the heavy 
wooden ship as though it had been a tinder 
box, when £ man. who said his name was E. 
Knudson, a deck hand on the steamer Wis- 
consin, furnished the first explanation forethe 


re. 
Sailor Tells of Incendiary Plot. 

According to Knudson, two men whose 
names are unknown,to him but who he says 
formerly were employed on the Empire 
State, were in a saloon ‘‘ where the elevated 
turns’’ when he entered the place either 
yesterday morning or the day before. Knud- 
son was not intelligible on that point, but 
the substance of his story follows: 

‘“T was in a saloon where the elevated 
turns when two men who used to work on the 
Empire State were drinking and talking 
about the boat. They were kicking about 
the captain, and they said the boat ‘ was no 
lake boat.’ 
gasoline some place. The boat was burned 
with that gasoline. If the cans were not 
burned up the firemen can find them in the 
hold or somewhere in the boat.’’ 

As near as could be ascertained from Knud- 
son, the saloon referred to is somewhere in 
Wells street, near where the Northwestern 
elevated railroad turns west. 


John Barry Is Investigating. 

John Barry of the Barry Transportation 
company is investigating the eause of the fire. 
He said tast night that in view of some ine 
formation which he received previous to the 
fire he does not think the theory of incen- 
diarism improbable. The boat was taken out 
of commission Dec. 15 for the season and the 
insurance had been canceled, according to 
custom. 

“The fire just flashed up out of the hold 
and ran all over the boat so quick that it was 
a case of scramble for our lives,’ said Second 
Engineer Doucett. There was nothing in 
there to make it burn that I can account for.” 

Thomas Barry, the captain; Edward Will- 
iams, the assistant fireman; and James Cor- 
coran, the steward, were eating dinner on 
shore when the fire occurred. They did their 
utmost to help in extinguishing the blaze. 

A big crowd of Christmas pedestrians gath- 
ered on the Rush street bridge to watch the 
fire and it was found necessary to detail po- 
licemen from the East Chicago avenue sta- 
tion to clear a way for traffic.

VOICED BY LONDON DIVINES. 


Most of the Speakers Take an Op- 
timistic View and Declare That the 
World Is Growing Better.

The secular holiday is 
crowded with noisy pleasures not fitting the 
celebration of the Christian festival.”’ 

Canon Newbolt: “Christmas and merri- 
ment go together. The world is not a horri- 
ble place except to the voluptuary.” 

Canon Duckworth: “ Wearecarrying for- 
ward the genial traditions of the Christian 
centuries,”’ 

The Rev. Reginald John Campbell, Con- 
gregationalist: ‘“‘I do not think you could 
find a man with any knowledge of history 
who would say the world is not getting to be 
a better place to live in. Iemphatically say 
the world is being saved." 

The Rev. Frederick Brotherton Meyer, 
minister of Christ church and president of 
the Baptist union: ‘*‘ The camp of human 
progress moves steadily forward. We are 
advancing towards an age when the need- 
less tears caused by man’s inhumanity to 
man, by the inequalities of the social state, 
and by vested selfishness shall be wiped 
away.” 

The Rev. Robert Forman Horton, minister 
of Lyndhurst Road Congregational church: 
‘ It is astonishing to find the part Christmas 
plays among the modern poets of America, 
who sing of it with as fresh a.note as if the 
glad tidings had just reached them. Their 
voices show how the Christmas story is 
circling the earth. From the east it has 
crossed the Atlantic and taken possession 
of the whole western continent. It will 
travel on to China and Japan. Our grand- 
children will read Christmas poems by the 
yellow men. Perhaps last of ali it will oc- 
cupy Palestine and reénter Bethelehem, 
where, in great peace and joy, the whole 
world will celebrate Christmas together.”

RUSS ASSASSIN IS IDENTIFIED. 


Slayer of Ignatieff a Student and One 
of Leaders of Insurrection at 
Moscow. 


TVER, Russia, Dec. 25.—The assassin of 
Count Ignatieff has been identified as a 
student named Fidler, who was one of the 
leaders of last year’s insurrection at Mos- 
cow.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—[Special.)—An 
automobile owned by Joseph Leiter and car- 
rying Mrs. L. Z. Leiter of Chicago and Mr. 
and Mrs. Franklin Remington of New York 
as passengers, struck Samuel West, colored, 
14 years old, this morning and Instantly killed 
him.

According to statements made by witnesses 
a street car stopped at the corner of Four- 
teenth street and Columbia road at 11:15 
o’clock this morning.

Victim’s Head Crushed. 

Suddenly the machine appeared without 
warning, Mr. Graff saying there was no toot 
of the horn, and West, who was half way 
towards the pavement, was struck and 
knocked down, the car passing over him, 
one wheel crushing his head. Graff and 
other passengers escaped by a hair, though 
all say the machine was not traveling rapid- 
ly. Indeed, it stopped within its own length 
after passing over the colored boy. 

As soon as the automobile was brought to 
a standstill Mrs. Leiter and her guests alight- 
ed to see if they could be of any assistance 
and surgeons hurriedly were summoned. The 
unfortunate boy was, however, beyond all 
human aid. 

Party Taken to Police Station. 

A police sergeant took the automobile party 
to the police station; later the chauffeur, 
Cherles H. Raymond, was permitted to pilot 
the car to the Leiter mansion. A policeman 
accompanied the car and brought Raymond 
back to the station house, where he was de- 
tained until later this afternoon, when he was 
released on bail. He said he had been driv- 
ing automobiles for four years and the acci- 
dent today was the first in which he ever 
figured. 

Mrs. Leiter and Mr. and Mrs. Remington 
were greatly shocked by the accident. Mrs. 
Leiter took steps to locate the parents of the 
boy. Mrs. Leiter said the automobile was 
moving at an easy pace in accordance with 
the instructions she gave Raymond when he 
entered her employ a few weeks ago. She 
said she never wanted to travel ata high rate 
of speed end had discharged one chauffeur 
who persisted in running the car rapidly.

The building was built by E. P. Ernestand 

It is still owned by 
Ernest and the Cranmer estate.

Feativity in the County Jail. 

“It doesn’t make any difference if you are 
locked up if your heart is clean and you in- 
tend to do right in the future,” was the sub- 
stance of the talk that Jailer John Whitman 
delivered to the prisoners at the county jail 
at the conclusion of mass, which was cele- 
brated at 10 o'clock in the morning by Father 
O’Brien of Holy Name cathedral.

At the Camp for Consumptives. 

There are thirteen patients at the open air 
camp for consumptives on the wind swept 
prairie at Dunning. Three of them were told 
that they had recovered sufficiently to be dis- 
charged and that was glad tidings for them. 
Dinner was served in the dining room. All 
the patients live in portable houses and sleep 
out of doors on the porches, which are pro- 
tected from the wind by khaki curtains. 

There was a large Christrhias tree in the 
dining room of the John Worthy Reform 
school, with candy and cakes for the boys, 
and a dinner with roast chicken and other 
good things. The inmates of the school were 
allowed to accept presents from friends and 
relatives after the religious services in the 
chapel were concluded, and were permitted 
to play basketball and indulge in other games 
for exercise. An amateur vaudeville per- 
formance was given in the evening. 

A special dinner for the 100 women in- 
mates of the bridewell was prepared by Supt. 
Lynch. They received gifts from friends 
and relatives in the evening, and attended 
religious services in the chapel of the institu- 
tion late in the afternoon. 


At Other County Institutions. - 

At the Dunning infirmary 4,000 pounds of 
turkey, chicken, and ducks, besides plenty of 
sweet and Irish potatoes, cranberries, pies, 
cakes, puddings, sauces, and fruit were 
served to the 3,100 patients and 300 attend- 
ants. In the evening a Christmas tree 
adorned with presents and candies wag the 
feature. Attendant O'Connor, disguised as 
Santa Claus, distributed presents to each 
patient. 

At the county hospital what the warden 
said was the largest Christmas tree 
in Chicago, 31% feet high, wes itu- 
minated for the patients. After a -vaude- 
ville entertainment had been given the pa- 
tients feasted on 2,000 pounds of turkey, 
chickens, and ducks, besides pics, plum pud- 
ding, and oranges, and other sweets. 

In the afternoon Prof. W. W. Carnes spoke 
on ‘‘ Christmas Celebration,” and readings 
were given by Miss Margaret Zeitler, and a 
recitation by Master Le Roy Cummins. Prof. 
Wassman furnished music for the entertain- 
ment, and D. F, Zeitler in the role of a Ger- 
man comedian amused the patients with 
jokes and rhymes. The festivities were at- 
tended by 1,100 patients.

Decline to Discuss Discoveries. 


Neither of the Lee brothers were willing 
to discuss yesterday the facts discovered by 
them. In their invéstigation they wefe as- 
sisted by private detectives.. Soon after his 
request for a continuance of the inquest 
Nelson Lee learned that an automobile in 
which were several ‘handbook men had 
struck an old man while speeding in Sheri- 
dan road the night of Dec.12. This informa- 
tion was contained in a letter, but the writer 
did not disclose his whereabouts. 

Every effort was made to find out who «he 
unknown friend was, and as a last resort 
advertisements were inserted in THE TRIB- 
UNE. Mr. Lee refused to tell what these let- 
ters contained, but intimated that in them 
was the key to the mystery. The family 
does not with to use them, but desires the 
writer to come forward and identify the men 
who were in the automobile the night of the 
accident. 

While the family would not discues the 
affair, it was léarfed that Mr. Lee's watch 
stopped shortly after 9 o'clock the night of 
the accident, and a specialist was called to 
the residence to inspect the timepiece. 

Believe Auto Caused Death. 

The theory advanced is that Mr. Lee, who 
was an old man, had gone for a walk and 
in attempting to cross Sheridan road near 
Glengyle place was struck by the aytomobile 
in which the three men were riding. The 
machine was stopped, but by that time Mr. 
Lee had scrambled to his feet and to in- 
quirers said he was not injured.

ZOLOTKOFF SEEKS EVIDENCE

Assistant State's Attorney Zolotkoff, who 


has received information concerning al- 
leged petty grafting in the Russian legal 
bureau at 56 Fifth avenue. is seeking addi- 
tional facts, which may be made the basis of 
an exposure of the methods said to have 
been employed by Nicolai De Raylan, the 
**woman’’ secretary of the Russian consul- 
ate, who died in Arizona. 

Mr. Zolotkoff said yesterday he was not 
yet prepared to take any official steps. The 
charges against De Raylan presented to him 
were furnished by Peter Victorowitz, 212 
West Twelfth street, and involved only $18. 
Victorowitz asserts he was overcharged by 
De Raylan for “ petitions " sent through the 
legal bureau to Russia. 

** The matter is not officially before the 
state's attorney’s office yet,”’ said Mr. Zolot- 
koff, ‘“‘and I have not learned whether Vic- 
torowitz, who makes the allegations, ig an 
American subject, so that talk of an inves- 
tigation is premature.”’ 

It is said Victorowitz has offered to furnish 
other evidence of ‘‘ overcharges,’’ in which 
his fellow countrymen in Chicago have suf- 
fered through De Raylan. ' 


Consul Explains De Raylan Affair. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—[Speciai. ]— 
Baron Albert Schlippenbach, Russian consu! 
in Chicago, has explained the De Raylan 
mystery to Baron Rosen, the Russian am- 
bassador. Baron Schilppenbach arrived here 
yesterday and will continue the guest of the 
ambassador for several days. 

So far as can be learned, there is no ques- 
tion whatever in the ambassador’s mind as 
to the propriety of the consul’s course in 
the matter. The consul’s explanation is sim- 
ple. It is that he always had regarded De 
Raylan as a man and had so treated her. 

No expectation is entertained here that 
the matter will be made a subject of inter- 
national discussion between the Russian and 
American governments. The incident proba- 
bly will be relegated to obscurity without 
untoward effect upon the Russian officials.

FOR HAULING MAIL 


United Typothete and Week- 
ly Publishers’ Association 
Say Uncle Sam Is “Easy.” 


NEEDS TRAFFIC MANAGER 


Government Is Charged Three 
Times What Express Compa- 
nies Pay for Similar Service. 


Uncle Sam is made to appear a poor 
business man by statistics which have been 
compiled by representatives of the United 
Typothete of America and the American 
Weekly Publishers’ association, Which or- 
ganizations are vigorously fighting the 
movement to increase the rates charged for 
second class mail matter. These statistics 
show that the government is paying the 
railways three times as much on the aver- 
age, for the transportation of mail matter 
as the express companies pay the roads 
for like services. On the basis of the post- 
master general's estimates the publishers 
assert that the government during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, will pay 
the roads almost $32,000,000 more than the 
express companies would pay them for 
hauling an equal tonnage. 

Railway and postal officials admit that 
the rates paid by the government are great- 
er than those paid by the express compa- 
nies, but question-if the discrepancy is as 
great as represented, and they contend that 
it. is largely if not entirely justified by 
differences between the services. 3 


Reduce Outlay for Transportation. 

The. printers and pubiishers’ organizations 
compiled the statistics to show that the gov- 
ernment, for the purpose of reducing the 
annual postoffice deficit, rather should re- 
duce its. outlay for the transportation of. 
mails than incréase the rate for second class. 
mail matter. . 
** One of the chief needs of the government 
is an expert traffic manager,”’ said W. D. 
Boyce, the Chicago publisher, yesterday. 
“It then would get ag good rates as.the ex- 
presse companies.” 

The compensation of the railways for car- 
rying the mails is fixed by congress and 
varies according to the amount carried. The 


exact average amount paid per ton per mile | 
| js not easily arrived at by inspection of the 


reports of the postal department, because 
the average distance that mail] is carried is 
not given. 
Claim Rates Are Exorbitant. 

However, by elaborate calculations, rep- 
regentatives of the publishers, have arrived 
at the conclusion that the average rate for 
hauling 100 pounds of mail between New 
York and forty-nine important commercial 
centers of the country is $8.01, while the avy- 
erage rate which the express companies 
charge their patrons for hauling goods be- 
tween the same points is $4.87. On the av- 
erage an express company pays the railroad 
over whose lines it operates 50 per cent of its 
gross receipts for providing the facilities of 
transportation. Therefore, of the $4.87 per 
100 pounds the express company receives for 
the average haul it pays the railroad $2.48. 

In other words, for the same service the 
government pays $8.01 and the express com- 
panies pay $2.43, or 30 per cent as much. 
Postmaster General Cortelyou estimates that 
the total payments to the railways in the 
present fiscal year will be $46,825,903.89. 
Thirty per cent of this is $14,087,798, and the 
difference, $3¥,.788,195.73, it is declared, is the 
amount which the government pays in ex- 
cess of what it should. ' : 


_ Points Out Reason for Difference. 


John M. Hubbard, assistant postmaster of 


Chicago, says there are valid reasons why 
the railroads should be paid more for han- 
ding mail than express matter, and sug- 
gested that if publishers found the depart- 
ment's second class rates too high they might 
turn their business over to the express com- 
panies. It is stated, however, that a New 
York magazine a shorttime ago proposed to 
do this, and the rallroatis brought such pres- 
sure to bear on the @xpress companies that 
they decided not to make the proposed con- 
tracts with the magazine publishers. 

‘‘ There are numerous reasons why the rail- 
roads must have more money for transport- 
ing mail than for express,’’ said a railway 
official yesterday. “ The government has not 
made such a bad bargain with the railroads 
as the publishers’ figures would seem to In- 
dicate, ever if absolutely correct. Mall gen- 
erally is hauled on much faster trains than 
express, and its transportation involves more 
risk. Mail takes up a great deal more room in 
care, because, while express may be packed 
in tight, there must be room for the clerks, 
mail sacks, etc.

PLEDGE OF FATTER ENVELOPES 
BRIGHTENS CHRISTMAS. 


Employes of Big Railroads and Cor- 
porations Get Substantial Increases 
—100,000,000 Added to Pay of 
Railroad Men Alone—Mil} Work- 
ers Share in General Prosperity— 
Steel Trust and Standard Oil Boost 
Wages of Lowest Paid Laborers. 


New York, Dec. 25.—[Special.]—A glance at 
the financial records of the daily newspapers 
of the last two months furnishes pretty good 
evidence that today was a good Christmas 
for the average American workingman. 

In the last quarter of the year there has 
been added to the wages of railroad employés 
alone about $100,000,000. Nearly all the 
roads in the east have announced increases 
of 5 to 10 per cent in the wages of most of 
their employés, and many lines in the west 
and souih have trollowed suit. 

Industrial corporations have kept pace 
with increases made by the carriers, the 
advances in the steel and textiie industries 
being especially noticeable. The wages 
paid by the tex ile milis in Hhode isiand and 
Massachusetts, for instance, are the highest 
ever paid in the industry, and at the same 
time the statements of the companies show 
the largest distribution of dividends in re- 
cent years. 


Santa Busy on Pennsylvania Road. 


One of the most important increases made 
in the last few weeks was that of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. Officials of the road gave 
all the employés of the system east and 
west of Pittsburg who were receiving less 
than $200 a month a raise of 10 per cent. 
This affects 185,000 men and involves an an- 
nual outlay of $12,000,000. The same class 
of employés got an advance of 10 per cent 
in 1902, which makes the increase 20 per cent 
in four years. Besides this the company made 
a readjustment of salaries which affected 
1,058 men and involved the expenditure of 
an additional $30,733 a month, or $368,796 a 
year. 

The New York Central, the Delaware, 
Lackawana and Western, the Long Island, 
and most of the other big eastern roads fol- 
lowed the example of the Pennsylvania. 

The’ United States Steel corporation an- 
nounced as its Christmas gift to employés 
an increase of 10 cents a day to all common 
laborers at the plants of subsidiary compa- 
nies. About 70,000 men are classed as gen- 
eral laborers in the corporation's employ. 
This increase came to the men unsolicited, 
and iron and steel men understood it as a 
substantial recognition by the board of di- 
rectors of the loyalty of the men through 
a year in which every department of indus- 
try has been run at its maximum campacity 
and under conditions that taxed the powers

Besides voting this increase, directors of 
the United States Steel corporation have 
made their usual offer to employés, allowing 
them to subscribe for the preferred stock 
of the corporation below the market quota- 
tion. This year the subscription price was 
set at 108. Last year it was at par, and 
12,256 employés took 24,000 shares. 


Spirit Moves Oil Trust, Too. 
Among other steel corporations which have 
done as the United States has done is the IILi- 


nois Steel company. The raise there affected 
13,000 men and amounted to $500,000 4 year. 

The Standard Oil company is another of the 
big corporations which made a general in- 
crease without being asked for it. From5to 
10 per cent has been added to the wages of all 
men employed in refineries of branch com- 
panies, About 35,000 men have been affected 
by the tncrease. The highest percentage of 
increase in the case of the Standard.Qil com- 
pany goes to the lowest paid employés, the 
percentage decreasing in proportion to the 
employé’s salary. 

The Consolidated Gas company has added 
10 per cent to the pay of all its employés who 
were drawing less than $2,000 year. This af- 
fects 6,500 of the 8,000 men on the company’s 
pay roll. The increase will add $500,000 a 
year to the fixed charges of the company. 

Two big express companies, the Adams and 
the American; have made increases affecting 
a large percentage of their employés. 

Many banks and trust companies have ad- 
mitted their employés into an increased share 
in the general prosperity. Most of these in- 
creases never come to the knowledge of the 
public, but they are made just the same. The 
Brownsville branch of the State bank in 


Brooklyn voted to its officers and employés | 


who had seen ten years’ service a gratuity 
of 20 per cent of their annual salaries, and to 
those who had seen less than ten years’ serv- 
ice gratuities ranging in amount from 10 to & 
per cent. 


Surprise Dinner for Bank Employes, 


Directors of the Union bank in Brookiyn 
gave their employés a dinner. At each man’s 
plate was a new pocketbook with two weeks’ 
salary in it. August Belmont & Co. and 
many other downtown firms wil give bonuses 
to their employés before the new year begins, 

Among the employés of the Remington 
Typewriter works at lion more than $13,090 
in gold was distributed the other day as 
bonuses. About two hundred and seventy 
employés received money, averaging some 
$50 each. 

While the railroads and big corporations 
have been announcing increases, savings 
banks have been offering added inducements 
for deposits by raising the interest rate from 
3% to 4 per cent.. Among the New York 
banks that have done this are the Bowery 
Savings bank, the Dry Dock Savings bank, 
the Metropolitan Savings bank, the Irving 
Savings bank, and the German Savings bank.

HAVANA, Dec. 25.—Gov. Magoon is in- 
vestigating a report that the Japanese are 
planning an insurrection in February against 
American rule in Cuba, the Philippines, and 
Hawaii. This infeérmation was givep to the 
American gevernok by Mr. Pardinas, a gov- 
ernment official. 

Five Japanese are said to have been tak- 
ing photographs and measurements of the 
fortifications of Havana. The secret police 
have been shadowing the five Japanese for 
three weeks. Gov. Magoon ordered the po- 
lice to watch them, but not to molést them. 

Pardinas overheard a conversation between 
the Japanege, who talked of plamning an in- 
surrection among the negroes in Cuba simul- 
taneously with uprisings in the Philippines 
and Hawaii. 

The Japanese plot is said to be due to the 
antipathy of the mikado to the United States. 

The Japanese obtained entrance to the new 
batteries at Havana and Cabanas by pretend- 
ing to be reporters for the Havana Post. 
They are well appearing and speak five 
languages. They lived In poor quarters in 
the suburbs. Their suspicions were aroused 
and they removed to another address. The 
secret police found them on Sunday and they 
again scattered, It is said that a German ac- 
quaintance of Gov. Magoon fears arrest.

BELGRADE, Dec. 25.—The bill authorizing 
a loan which the skupshtina passed a few 
days ago, has led to a demonstration of pub- 
lic feeling which not only threatens a minis- 
terial crisis, which always is a more or less 
explosive occurrence in Servia, but points to 
the consummation of the long predicted anti- 


dynastic outbreak. 
There Was a noisy demonstration on Sun- 


day outside the king's palace. Cheers were 
repeatedly given for a repUblic. The police 
charged with swords, and the gendarmes 
used their revolvers. The crowd scattered, 
but gathered again and went to the univer- 
sity, where a student made a fiery speech. He 
declared that in King Alexander's time the 
police were not allowed to attack students. 
He added the struggle would continue. 

There was another noisy demonstration 
outside the skupshtina on Monday. 


Debate on Loan Hushed Up.

LONDON, Dec. 26.—Mail advices received 
by the Standard from Belgrade explain why 
nothing concerning the loan debates in the 
skupshtina reached the outside world. It 
had become known that Deputy Katics, so- 
clalist, intended to attack the king in con- 
nection with the loan. 

The king thereupon appéaled to Premier 
Pusics to muzzle the .orator. M. Pusies, 
knowing he could not prevent M. Katics from 
speaking in parliament, summoned the so- 
cialist leader and arranged for an imme- 
diate strike of the city’s printers and com- 
positors, to last until the bill was passed. 

Two thousand dollars were handed over to 
compensate the newspapers for their losses.

“The general situation of France is satis- 
factory. We always purstie the same policy. 
We respect the right of others and demand 
they shall respect ours. 

“In Morocco we demand that anarchy 
cease, and that the preponderant interests 
of France @nd Spain be consulted. 


Loyal to Present Allies. 

“Our present alliances, understandings, 
and friendships will be culfivated and deyei- 
oped. The benefits of the Franco-Russian 
alHdance are now stronger than ever, and it 
will persist because it is a guaranty of the 
balance of power and the peace of Europe. 
French-English friendship is as peaceful as 
the Franco-Russilan alliance. 

‘* The importance of the friendly relations 
of France, Itaty, and Spain, which at times 
the Mediterranean has divided, is today the 
basis of their.entente, which has existed 
since the accession of King Victor Emman- 
uel III. This accord does not entail any sac- 
rifice of the powers interested, and it ought 
not to make one hervous because it menaces 
no one. 

“As to a collaborator with us in our work 
in Morocco, we congratulate ourselves at 
having the same view as King Alfonso, who 
is popular, in harmony with us, and agree- 
ably useful.

All Depends on King’s Action.

If, on the other hand, the king approves 
the loan, four-fifths of the population will 
believe M. Katics’ assertion. Even if the 
king should be able to show the falsity of the 
charge, the pains taken to hush up the debate 
will not improve the aspect of affairs. Not- 
withstanding repeated official contradictions, 
there is undoubtedly a widespread desire 
among politicians, army officers, and the pop- 
viace to see King Peter dethroned.

LAZY PUBLIC SERVANTS. 

Tue Trisune printed day before yes- 
terday a long list of loca) public works 
which have been entirely neglected or have 
barely beem commenced, although there is 
urgent need of them. The council appro- 
priated early in the year for bridges, police 
stations, sewers, pumping stations, etc., 
but the officials whose duty it‘is to draw 
plans and let contracts were so busy with 
other matters that they attended to only a 
few of the improvements specified in the 
appropriation bill. 

The public suffers for lack of a business 
administration of city affairs. There is a 
theorist in the mayor’s chair, who can get 
madly excited over the municipal owner- 
ship of street car lines or a project for the 
introduction of the two platoon system in 
the fire department, but who takes no in- 
terest in practical questions. He lives in 
a land of dreams in which there is no 


‘place for such matter of fact things as 
|} pumping engines and bridges. The prac- 
‘tical mayor would hasten the installation. 


of pumping engines which would give an 
adequate supply of water to thousands of 
families. It never occurs to a mayor 
who is a dreamer that people can need s0 
commonplace a thing as water, or that the 
lack of a bridge where a bridge ought to 
be may be a serious interference with 
every day traffic. 

When the mayor of a city is spending 
his time clutching at moonbeams his sub- 
ordinates are not usually engaged in con- 
structive work of any \ notable value. 
There is nothing spectacular about the 
building of a new police station to provide 
decent accommodation for policemen and 
prisoners.. No advertising for the admin- 
istration can be got out of it. So that 
kind of work is given the go-by. 

The erying need of Chicago is a busi- 
ness administration of its affairs. The 
city -has tried a “rainbow chaser,” and 
the consequences have been disastrous. If 


1 the present régime were to be continued 


for four years more the city would be all 
run down at the heels. Needful pdblic 
works would be left unattended to while 
the administration was preaching up harm- 
ful or ridiculous theories. Happily the 
people are in a mood to send “I, M. O.” 
off om a long vacation and elect a mayor 
who, when the.council directs the con- 
struction of bridges, water tunnels, pump- 
ing engines, and similar utilities, will 
hurry them along. — 


PROFESSIONAL PESSIMISM. 

At a recent meeting of the actors’ union 
several of the speakers took a gloomy 
view of the delights and emoluments of 
their profession. One of the most dis- 
consolate of the orators earnestly discour- 
aged young women from attempting the 
perils and difficulties of the stage cafeer, 
characterizing it as,a “delusion and a 
snare,” and concluding with the assurance 
that “it is better to be a stenographer 
with a steady salary of $10 a week than 
an actress out of a job.” This is a polite 
variant of the acknowledgedjy unanswer- 
able proposition in the scripture that “a 
living dog is better than a dead lion.” 

Nobody doubts for an instant that a 
st@nographer. with ,am, earning value of 
$10 a week has distinct advantages over 
an actress out of a4ob, just as it may be 
cheerfully conceded that an actress in 
full possession of a steady compensation 
excels the stenographer out of a job. To 
most persons’ in this beehive of a world 
the job’s the thing, and+moments of. dis- 
tress and doubt come alike to the stenog- 
rapher and the actress when the ¢condi- 
tions of existence are unfavorable. But 
figures would go to prove, even propor- 
tionately, that the number of stenogra- 
phers retiring from-their vocation is infi- 
nitely beyond the number of actresges 
who desert their calling. If this argues 
anything at all it’ indicates that in most 
professions it is much easier to preach 
than to practice. 

Degrees of pessimism are found in 
every condition of human existence until. 
it finds its final expression in the disgust 
of the disappointed philosopher’ who in- 
quired’ at the end: “Is life worth: liy- 
ing?’ ‘The bad actor might have made a 
worse stenographer; the incompetent. ste- 
nographer might have. become an impas- 
sible actor; in either case he would have 
reserved his right to complain. And in 
the end he would have voted life a failure, 
despite the fact that he held to it grimly. 
For the number of. pessimists who are 
convinced that this is the worst of all 
possible worlds, and yet manifest no in- 
tention of relinquishing it, is surprisingly 
large. .. The. disagreeable individual who 
takes up other persons’ time in bewailing 
the miseries of his occupation usnally 
wenkens his case by t steadiness, al- 
most hilarious cheerf s, with which 
he clings to his chose eer. 

The actors who solemnly aiivise: ‘young 
men and women to keep off the stage, the 
lawyers who speak discouragingly of the 
law’s delays, the writers who decry their 
own profession—al!l are wasting their 
time and adding nothing to their own 
reputations. The general croaker Is a 
pessimist and therefore a nuisance. His 
pronouncements carry little weight and 


accomplish practically no results. The’ 
world must move on and we cannot all 
be happy stenographers earning our 
steady $10.a week. 
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WASTE: OF LIFE. 

‘Scientists and eminent medical men 
have recently called attention to the ap- 
palling waste of life and have shown that 
hundreds of thousands of needless deaths 
and millions of needless illnesses could be 
prevented by scientific means. A noted 
British alienist has told us that in half a 
century science will save annually 200,000 
lives in England alone by means of sani- 
tary and hygienic measures, which is a 
pleasant offset to the announcement of an 
other equally eminent’ alienist that “ ac- 
cording. to the statistical figures op in- 
Sabity it can be shown that before long 
there will be actually more lunatics in the 
world than sane people.” 

There is hope for the prevention of waste 
of life through the advance of popular 
knowledge of how to prevent disease and 
of science in grappling ‘with and: over- 
coming it. But there are other sources of 
life waste impervious to popular knowl- 
edge or scientific ability. The statistics 
of this kind of life waste for’ 1906 are 
painfully interesting 2nd onght.to produce

sary, Again, during the hunting season 
proper, prs aloe persons were killed 
and seventy wounded. During the whole 
year 173 were killed and 165 wounded/ 
More than two-thi of these casualties 
wére caused by the essness of ama- 
teur sportsmen and their poor marksman- 
ship. A large number wére caused by a 
hunter or other person being mistaken for 
a deer. The fatalities from this source 
increase every year. Again, athletics 
caused a needless waste of life. Covering 
the entire year, for the fatalities are not 
confined to the conventional season, foot- 
ball has killed twelve and seriously in- 
jured 117; baseball has killed thirty-one 
and injured twenty; putting the shot 
killed one and injured one; throwing the 
hammer killed two; polo injured two; 
footracing killed two; golf killed one and 
injured three; the racetrack killed six, and 
the prize ring killed seven. Fireworks in 
their various forms killed 158 and injured 
5,808. 

As if there were not sufficient oppor- 
tunities for wasting life, people have 
sought out new and strange devices. The 
idiots who rock the boat have drowned 
fourteen, and the other idiots who “ didn’t 
know it was loaded”: have killed sixteen 
and wounded three. ‘Phe looping the loop, 
roller coasters, and toboggans have killed 
six and injured twenty-four; the scenic 
railroads killed four and injured fourteen, 
and of those who go up in balloons twelve 
have been killed and six injured. 

A little more science, a little more 
knowledge, a little more carefulness, and 
a good deal more of the rigor of the law 
would save thousands of lives every year. 
At present life is about the cheapest 


thing in the world. 


The Supreme court rules 
that the city council cannot 
lawfully authorize such 
sidewalk obstructions as are 
to be found on Michigan 
avenue north of Randolph street. It cannot 
grdnt.a merchant the Nght to build an ele- 
vated platform taking up part of the side- 
walk-in front of his premises to enable him 
to meceive and ship goods with greater con- 
venience ‘to himself and greater inconven- 
lence to the public. Now that the illegal 
nature of these obstructions has been estab- 
lished it is to be hoped that they will disap- 
pear at once and forever. The merchants 
who have been maintaining the elevated 
sidewalks in front of their places of business 
were well aware that their acts were morally 
indefensible—that. they were occOpying pub- 
Me property in such a manner as to benefit 

a few and injure many. But the merchants 
ares pleaded in their defense that there was 
legal warrant for the obstructions. The 
courts have held otherwise, and the pre- 
sumption is that the men whose platforms 
encroach on the sidewalks will-have them 
removed at once. They certainly will if they 
are law abiding citizens. If they shall be 
dilatory about the matter it will be the duty 
of the municipal authorities to remove the 
‘obstructions without fear or favor. They 
should be heedful only of the fact that the 
Supreme court has said the sidewalks be- 
long to the people and cannot be turned over 
in whole or in part to private parties for 
their profit or convenience.

Among the most highly treasured posses- 
sions of the duke of Norfolk is the identical 
crucifix and rosdry which belonged to the 
ili fated Mary Queen of Scots, and which 
she wore on the day of her execution at Foth- 
eringay castle in February, 1587. It is on pis- 
toric rec6rd that when she ahoended the scaf- 
fold she was attended by Jane Ktnnedy and 
Elizabeth Curle, who assisted her to disrobe, 
and who took off her “ chain of gold poman- 
der, beads, and crucifix.” This she handed 
to Sir Andrew Melville, the loyal and devoted 
master of her household, and charged him 
to convey it to the earl of Arundel! as a last 
token of affection for his (the earl’s) father, 
Thomas, fourth @uke of Norfolk, who had be- 


friended her during her long and severe im- 


prisonment, and who had actualy been 
affilanced to her in ‘her éaptivity. . This -was 
construed as treason by Queen Elizabeth, 
who cut short the romance by having him 
beheaded. 

' Guarded safely as a sacred relic, the rosary 
remained in the possession of the successive 
earls of Arundel and dukes of Norfolk until 
the beginning of the nineteenth century, when 
for some extraordinary reason or another it 
was presented by Charles, the eleventh duke 
of Norfolk, to his kinsman, Henry Howard of 
Oorby castle. For sixty years it remained 
at Corby castle, but at length, in 1883, on the 
death of Philip Henry Howard, it came back 
into the, possegsion of the present duke of 
Norfolk, who preserved it aw his nfost treas- 
ured possession, 

The rosary measures fifty-three inches in 
length, and consists of the usual five series 
of ten beads, with a larger bead between each 
series. The beads are hollow sphéres of gold, 
wrought each with a simple pattern, in the 
form of four leaves, with a hatched back- 
ground, They are connected by smal) gold 
rings. The cross, which also is of gold, has 
a quatre foil section, with delicate chasing of. 
zig-zag and cable pattern on the edges. >It 
is hung with three pear shaped Baroque 
pearls, two from the arms, and a third from 
the*foot. The figure of Christ-has traces of 
white enamel Indeed, the crucifix, as well 
as:the whole of the rosary, wea formerly 
beautifully enameled. The -partial destruc-: 
tion of the ename? is due to the vandalistic 
zeal of a servant at Corby castle. She took 
it Into her head that the rosary: ought to be 
cleaned, and, without saying a word to any 
one, boiled it in hot water, and when taken 
cut’most of the enamel was off. I may add 
that a record of the rosary figures in Andrew 
Lang’s work-on the portraiite and jewels of 
Mary Queen of Scots. 

a 

Col. the Hon. North de Coigny Dalrymple 
Hamilton, whose death has just been an- 
nounced, was for many years a member of 
the household and of the staff of the duke of 
Connaught, and commanded the Scots guards 
in the Boer war, where he lost an arm. He 
was extremely popular, was a younger 
brother of the earl of Stair, and had inherited 
all the extensive estates in Scotland’ and Eng- 
iand of his French grandfather, the last duc 
de Coigny. The duke was#a great character 
in his way, had married Miss Hamilton, heir- 
ess of the ancient Scotch house of Bargany, 
in Ayrshire, and settled down to the life of a 
Ecotch laird, becoming the original of most 
of those amusing caricatures of John Leech, 
representing the experiencés of a foreign 
nobleman in connection with various British 
sports. The duke’s father was one of the 
most famous courtiers at Versailles during 
the reign of the ill fated King Louis XVI. and 
Queen Marie Antoinette. 

The late Col. Dalrymple Hamilton, Mke his 
brother, Lord Stair, was descended, not as so 
many people belleve, from the Glencoe Ear! 
Stair, but from the latter’s younger brother. 
The Glencoe earl was so-called on account! of 
his having been the principal instigator of the 
terrible massacre of Glencoe, and in his case, 
as in that of all the other perpetrators and 
instigators of the deed of blood in question, 
the so-called curse of Glencoe, to the effect 
that “‘ May their wives be eyer childiess,”’ was 
in a measure fulfilled, or King Wiliam 
IIl., who signed the decree for the massacre, 
died childiess, 

—_— 

The rame and the family of Peiiinian of 
Glen Lyon, who commanded the band that 
perpetrated the massacre, became utterly.ex- 
tinct soon after his own death. The Glencoe 
earl's eldest son was kille@ by his younger 
brother. Moreover, the remains of the wife 
of the Glencoe earl are unburied to this day. 
Shortly before her death she expressed the 
Gesire that she should not be put under the 
ground, but that her coffin should be set up- 
right on end above ground, promising that 
while she remained In that situation the Dal- 
frmples should comtinue to flourish, Her 
éirections-were complied with, and to this day 
her coffin stands upright in the aisi¢ of the 
phurch of Kirkiiston, the burial place of the 

alrymple family.

Root Will Push Negotiations. 

In view of this warning Secretary Root has 
determined to push negotiations with Great | 
Britain, Russia, and Japan, the three pow- “ 
ers having possessions in tre North Pacific, 
for the purpose of obtaining a treaty for- 
bidding peiagic sealing. It is hoped these ne- 
gotiations will be completed before the nee 
start north next summer from their sou 
ern breeding grounds. The award of ‘ 
Paris tribunal of arbitration denied the 
United States the right to protect the seal 
herd outside of its territorial waters. Mr. 
Sims nag gotten around this prohibition by 
calling attention to the fact that seals bred 
on Pribilof island are the property: of the 
United Statés, and as such the United States 
has the right to tdheat o. them wherever they 
may go. 

He has suggested it would be practicable 
to. brand or tag. all of the seals born on the 
islands in tae same way the great herds of 
cattle which roam the western prairies are 
branded, and that action of this kind on the 
part of the United States would reduce the 
seals to its possession ang justify it in pro- 
tecting them on, the. high, seas.

Advantages of Tag Plan. 


Mr. Sims states if a metal tag were uniform- 
ly fastened by means of wire on the same 
part of the body of the seal it would leave a 
mark on the inner side of the skin which 
would be sufficient to identify it in case the 
seal was killed, even if the tag had in the 
meantime been removed. 

The fur seal and other questions pending 
with Great Britain are to be vigorously 
pushed as soon as James Bryce, the new 
British ambassador, reaches Washington 
within the next three weeks. 

Until Mr. Bryce’s presentation of his cre- 
dentials, nothing can be done. Whitlaw Reid, 
ambassador of the United States in London,

the questions af issue. Mr. Reid will 
reach London about the time Mr. Bryce 
assumes his duties here. It will’ be

Only a few of these questions contain the 
germs of serious ntention.

from this treatment of the sister colony but 
from her own experience in. the Alaskan 
boundary dispute, of the policy the mother 
country will pursue.

> 
At Sea on Reciprocity. 

With regard to reciprocity, the state de- 
partment is ‘at sea because of the hostility 
of the senate to tariff concessions.. The Ca- 
nadians are less inclined than they were to 
approve negotiations of this character. 

Protectionists in Washington fully appre- 
clate the desire of the Canadian authorities 
to upbuild thelr own industries and Insist 
there is no need for reciprocity in view of 
the growth of trade between the United States 
and the dominion. Goods of United States 
manufacture suit the Canadian market much 
better than those from Great Britain. More-. 
over, sentiment is changing rapidly for Amer- 
ican manufactured products. 

A reciprocity agreement, which the tariff 
law authori the president to make in re- 
turn for certain concegsions, could not be 
made with Great Britairz for Canada for the 
reason that products spucified by law are 
not raised in the dominion. These products 
include only liquors, paintings, coffee, tea, 
and tonka beans. A reciprocity treaty must 
be arranged if anything is to be done. There 
ig.reas’n to believe tentative proposalre to 
this end will be submitted through Mr. Bryce 
after he reaches Washington.

Oscar Kuhns, professor at Wesleyan uni- 
versity, has written a short but estimable 
essay on “SAINT FRANCIS OF ASSISI.”’ 

Of course there have been numerous biog- 
pia raphies of St. Francis—none more wonderfu] 

exhaustive than Sabatier’s Life; nor 
does Prof. Kuhns attempt a life of St. Fran. 
cis in this short paper, or to throw any new 
light on the subject. But for quick sym- 
pathetic feeling, for delicacy of perception, 
and delineation of character the writer of 
this essay deserves especial mention. Who- 
ever will take the pains to bring before our 
too material natures the remembrance of 80 
much “ Sweetness and light’ and do it with 
such fineness of feeling cannot but find an 
appreciative audience.- 

Especially beautiful are the pages where 
it speaks of St. Francis’ love for La Verna, 
hés mountain hermitage in the Val @ Arno, 
where, im 1224, the saint received the stig- 
mata. The influence of the poverello, as he 
called himself, is Gwelt on at length—in art, 
in literature, and most of all in the charac- 
ter of others. Mr. Kuhns compares Lincoln 
to St. Francis in the words: “ We find this 
spirit exemplified in Abraham  Lincoin, 
®tatesman and dreamer, wisest among his 
fellows, yet tender hearted, compassionate, 
simple, and true."*

“TWO LEGS” ise the titte ofa little book 
by Carl Ewald, author of “My Little Boy,” 
translated from the original Danish by Alex- 
ander Teixeira de Mattos. This is a unique 
and humorous story of the coming of Two 
Legs, the man, and his wife into the forest, 
where the old animals lived, and of his con- 
quering them all, beginning with the dog, by 
kindness, and ending with the lion, by stealth. 
The calm assumption that the rivers, flelds, 
and fruit of trees belongs to him, the utter 
bewilderment of the old animals, the im- 
pudence of the orang-outang, who considers 
them “a sort of inferior, second rate ape,” is 
all described in a laughable and whimsical 
style. Whem Mre. Two Legs has a son it 
creates much excitement. The orang- 
outang remarks that “ it’s not so easy when 
poor people have chiMiren. The police ought 
to forbid it,” and Mrs. Reed Warbler cries, 
“ And for goodness sake sit on him at night, 
eise he'll catch cold.” All of which is good 
nonsense and calculated to increase the 
knowledge of our infants in that unnatural 
bistory which is so popular nowadays, but I 
think this book will be read more by grown- 
ups than by children, though ostensibly writ- 
ten for them. (Charles Scribner’s Sons.) 


The late Frank Norris has made a new de- 
parture in his short story, “‘ THE JOYOUS 


MIRACLE,” a story. of our Lord.

Their pleas, however, were overruled, and 
they were convicted and fined $10,000 each 
in the federal] court in Chicago, and the Chi- 
cago and Alton company was fined $40,000. 


Penalties Imposed on Packers. 

One of the most important prosecutions 
was that at Kansas City against the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railway com- 
pany, Swift & Co., the Cudahy Packing com- 
pany, Morris & Co., the Armour Packing 
company, George L. Thomas of New York, 
a freight broker, and L. B. Taggart, his chief 
clerk. 

It was alleged that the Burlington gave 
rebates in the form of commissions to Thomas 
and Taggart, who divided them with the 
packers, The case resulted in the convic- 
tion of all the defendants on June 14. Swift 
& Co.,, the Cudahy company, the Armour 
company, Morris & Co., and the Burlington 
were fined $15,000 each. Thomas was fined 


$6,000 and sentenced to four months’ impris- 


onment and Taggart was fined $4,000 and 
given three months’ imprisonment. 


Effort to Indict Paul Morton. 

The case which attracted the most atten- 
tion, perhaps, was that against the Santa Fé 
railway”and the Colorado Fuel & Iron com- 
pany, the former for giving and the latter 
for accepting rebates on shipments of coal. 
The suit was given such wide publicity 
chiefly because of the efforts made to secure 
the indictment of Paul Morton, vice president 
in charge of traffic of the Santa Fé at the 
time the rebates were given, but secretary 
of the navy in President Roosevelt's cabi- 
net at the time the prosecutions were started. 
Attorneys Judson and Harmon, who were 
employed by the government as special coun- 
sel to conduct the proceedings, insisted that 
Mr. Morton ought to be prosecuted. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, after looking into the facts, 
decided that his secretary of the navy did 
not merit punishment, and Mesars. Judson 
and Harmon retired from the case. 

The Santa Fé and the Colorado Fuel & 
Iron company were convicted and fined $15,- 
000 each, but their officials escaped. Civil 
suits also were brought against the Santa 
Fé by concerns which claimed they had been 
injured by its discriminations against them, 
and which got judgments for $50,000. 


Conviction Followed by Death. 


The New York Central railway and Nathan 
Guilford and F. L. Pomeroy, vice president 
in charge of traffic and freight traffic man- 
ager respectively of its lines east of Buffalo, 
were indicted, along with ten other railways, 
on April 3 for giving rebates to the American 
Sugar Refining company. The sugar com- 
pany at the same time was indicted for ac- 
cepting the rebates. It was alleged that the 
sugar trust had got concessions of from 7 to 
15 per cent in rates from the railways on 
practically all its west bound traffic, that 
rebates had been paid to it in the form of 
transfer and trucking charges, and that it got 
paid for lighterage services which the rail- 
ways had performed themselves. The New 
York Central and Pomeroy were convicted 
on Oct. 18 on six counts each for having given 
the trust $10,000 in rebates on shipments to 
Edgar & Earle of Detroit, and the railway 
was fined $118,000 and Pomeroy $6,000. In 
this case it was shown that the. rebates 
amounted to 5 cents per 100 pounds from @ 
rate of 28 cents.

Suits Against Forty Roads. 


Attorney, Gemera! Moody. instituted pro- 
ceedings in November against forty railroads 
for violations of the safety appliance law. 
The law formerly required 50 per cent of the 
cars in a train to be equipped with air brakes. 
During the year the interstate commerce 
commission, as authorized by statute, raised 
the requirement to 75 per cent. The actions 
against the roads were said to have been 
started at the direct instance of President 
Roosevelt, who considered them necessary to 
reduce the number of fatal accidents on 
American railways. 


Work of Commerce Commission. 

Besides the numerous prosecutions against 
the railways conducted. by the department of 
justice, the interstate commerce tommission 
carried on a number of investigations into 
their business methods which should be con- 
sidered in practically the same light and 
which produced similar effects. The commis- 
sion’s inquiry into the Pennsylvania system 
was the chief cause of the Pennsylvania sell- 
ing its holdings in the Baltimore and Ohio, 
the Chesapeake and Ohio, and the Norfolk 
and Western, thus contributing toward 
breaking up one of the strongest railway 
combinations in the country.

Humble Canstituent “Out 
West” Writes of His Sor- 
row for Men at Capital. 


SENDS 25C TO HELP OUT, 


Says Clerks and Soldiers Are 
Getting Too Much and Learn- 
ing Extravagance. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 25.—[Special.}— 
The’ “ hard luck” stories put up by mem- 
bers of congress who are eager to vote 
themselves an increase in salary, but who 
are afraid to vote it, have brought atleast 
one message of hope from a sympathizing 
constituency. 

A member representing a Western state 
today received the following: 

“My Dear Old Friend: I feel that I must 
write and tell you of my great surprise to 
learn of your straitened circumstances and 


that of your fellow servants now laboring 


for their country in Washington; end I 
hasten to send you my ‘sympathy, along 
with a quarter I just found in the lining 
of my vest. (I will send a notice of my 
gereosity to our country paper, as an ex- 
ample to other constituents of yours who 
may feel it their patriotic duty to send you 
a little assistance to relieve the stress till 
something can be done.) 

“It’s so sudden. I had no idea you were 
having such a hard time to make ends meet, 
Why didn’t you mention it before the elec- 
tion? We might have let you off. But then, 
that’s just like you, to give up your home, 
friends, and everything to go there and 
suffer all the privations of a congressman’s 
rt all for the benefit of your constitu- 
ents. 


It’s a Sorry Case. 

“ It’s a sorry case, but we were ignorant 
and didn’t know how much we were asking 
of you. And you were too unselfish to de- 
cline. knowing how difficult it is these times 
to find a man who is willing to give up this 
easy going life here at home to go away off 
to a dull town like Washington just for the 
good of the public. 

“I've been investigating this businese a‘ 
little the last few days, and I find there is 
something out of gear in the management.

the “president to decide for himself in the 
matter must be conceded by every one who 
is familiar with the law on the subject. 

With the great mass of the president's crit- 
ics in congress, there is not only no disposi- 
tion to subject him to any unpleasant pro- 
ceedings but the differences are over the 
matter of policy entirely. It is true prob- 
ably that a majority of the republicans think 
a mistake was made in discharging the 
troops in a body, but nine-tenths of the re- 
publicans insist that the president, whether 
right or wrong, was acting within his rights, 
and cannot be attacked by congress or any~ 
body else. The only program in the senate 
today is to pass a resolution authorizing or 
directing the committee on military affairs to 
investigate the Brownsville shooting and all 
collateral incidents which go to bear upon 
the responsibility for that unfortunate af- 
fair. 

Since the original Foraker resolution was 
brought up and the Ohio senator made his 
speech, there have been interesting develop- 
ments, and, if one can judge from the sen- 
ators left here on the ground, the resolution 
will be broadened In such a way as to in- 
clude these other events, all of which have a 
bearing on the Brownsville affair, For in- 


| stance, the mysterious shooting of Capt. 


Macklin at Fort Reno will have to be inquired 
into, and now the riot of colored troops of the 
Ninth cavalry at Fort Leavenworth will also, 
in all prebability, be brought within the scope 
of the investigation to be made by the mil- 
itary committee of the senate. 


Leavenworth Incident Important. 
Secretary Taft had heard nothing of the 


— 


Leavenworth case until the facts were tele-~ 


phoned to him by THe TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent. In default of official reports he would, 


of course, take no action. It was intimated 


by other officials that the case would not 
properly come before the war department 
for action. The local authorities, military 
and civil, evidently were able to deal with 
the cffenders. 

The principal interest In the Leavenworth 
shooting affray lies in the bearing it may 
have on convincing the members of congress 
that the colored troops at Brownsville really 
did the “‘ shooting up” of the town, as the 
president has insisted from the first. He has 
held, and officers of the inspector general's 
department have taken the same ground, 
that, when provoked by race prejudice on 
the part of whites, the colored soldier is apt 
to resort to violence and to forget that arms 
have been put into his hands only to defend 
the law and not to break it. 

Both white and colored soldiers at fron- 
tier posts frequently get into rows along 
about pay day with civilians. Often there 
are shooting affrays, and sometimes a soldier 
is a victim. These are called in the army 
** pay day rows,”’ and are as likely to be par- 
ticipated in by white as by colored soldiers, 
either infantry, cavalry, or artillery. 


Developments Justify Drastic Action. ' 

Sailors on shore leave do the same thing, 
so that it is difficult to separate the natural 
tendency of the soldier or sailor to fight with 
men in civilian clothes, when filled up with 
red liquor, from results of race antipathy. 

It is undeniable, however, that the two 
important and sensational events since ad- 
journment of congress, the shooting of Capt. 
Macklin at Fort Reno by a negro, and the 
riotous affray in the street car at Leaven- 
worth by negro soldiers, have done a great 
deal to strengthen the position of the preel- 
dent and to convince some of the wavering 
ones In congress that, while he may have 
béen rash and possibly unjust in making his 
original order without going into the case 
more thoroughly, he may after all have done 
the best thing under the circumstances. 


NEGRO TROOPERS RIOT; HELD. 


Three Members of Ninth Cavalry Ar- 
' rested for Attacking Street Car 
—Investigation On. 7 


Leavenworth, Kas., Dec. 25.—Three sol- 
diers, the majority of whom are troopers of 
the Ninth cavalry, colored, wére arrested 
today in connection with the riot on a street 
car last night when a number of shots were 
fired into a loaded car and several passen- 
gers slightly injured by broken glass. Capt. 
Walsh is making an inquiry into the affair. 

There is apprehension among the colored 
troops at the fort over the matter lest it 
assume some of the importance of the 
Brownsville, Texas, affair. The affair has 
been reported to Washington. Capt. Walsh 
said tonight: 

“Three men are under arrest. I am told 
that there were no shots fired into the car by 
the soldiers. The conductor claimed so, but an 
old sergeant of the Eighteenth infantry says 
that bricks broke the windows. There was 
an argumeat over the payment of fare be- 
tween a Arooper and the conductor which 
led to the’trouble. There is no desire on 
the part of either the white or colored sol- 
diers who were on the car to shield their 
comrades. They are making statements vol- 
untarily jof what they know.”

New York, Dec. 25.—J. Pierpont Morgan, 
Dr. Lyman Abbott and other prominent citt- 
zens of New) York, addressed an open let- 
ter to Secre of State Elihu Root today, 
calling his attention to conditions in the 
Congo Free State, where, it is asserted, “ fla- 
grant inhumanity exists.’

Inhuman Practices Cited.

1. The exaction of a labor tax so oppressive that 
many natives on whom if falis have little if any 
freedom. | 

2. Appropriation of land to such an extent that 
the natives are practically prisoners within their 
own territory. | 

8. The employment under authority of the gov- 
ernment as sentries of cruel, brutish blacks, chosen 
from hostile tribes, who murder, pillage, and rape 
the people for whose protection the government 
is avowedly established. 

4. The abuse of the natives by white representa- 
tives of officially recognized companies. 

5. The binding of little children to years of labor 
at uncertain wages by contracts they do not under- 
stand, and even more serious maltreatment of 
children supposedly under the immediate care of 
the government, 

6. Great injustice In the administration of the 
courts, so that the natives dread the name of Boma, 
the place where the judicial system is centralized. 

7. The sending out of punitive expeditions, not 
for the purpose of establishing peace and order but 
for the purpose of terrifying the natives inte paying 
@ tax, which, as administered, even the commis- 
sioners regard as inhuman. . 

“It is to be remembered that these are 
not charges brought against the Congo gov- 
ernment, but findings of the commission 
which was appointed by the chief executive 

of the government to investigate and report 
on the facts. Acting upon these findings, a 
second commission, also appointed by the 
king, has recommended measures of reform. 


Urges Action to End Evils. 

“No steps have been taken to adopt them. 
There is no evidence that the Congo govern- 
ment is undertaking serioualy to remedy 
these evils. The powers which created the 
Congo government have clearly a right to call 
that gove int to account. Inasmuch as 
the United States gave its moral support to 
the establishment of the Congo government it 
is justified in giving its moral support to any 
undertaking to secure conditions in the Corigo 
that will not disgrace civilization: 

“ We wish to assure you that for any meas- 
ure you may adopt in order to give the powefs 
such moral support of the United States, you 
will have our earnest and urgent approvai.”’

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BIG-CHANGES IN — 
SWIMMING RULES 


Formulate New Laws for 
‘ the A. A. U. 


LEGISLATION IS NEEDED. 


Most Important Matter Is That 
Regarding Races Which Are 
Held in Short Tanks. 


That the swimming season of 1907 will be 
governed practically by an entire set of new 
rules seems almost certain. A mail con- 
ference of swimmers representing every 
American club active in aquatic sports hae 
beem working for some time on the regule- 
tions now ruling swimming events and has 
fofmulated a complete collection of laws 
which are to be presented to the legislation 
committee of the A. A. U. at the next meeting 
of that body. 

Members of the swimming teams of the 
Chicago Athietic association, the New York 
Athletic club, the Missouri Athietic club, the 
Olympie Athletic club of San Francisco, the 
Denver Athletic club, the Central Y. M. C. A. 
cf Chicago, and other organizatione prom- 
inent in water events contributed suggestions 
and the result is the Mst of rules which is to 
be presented to the body. As the rules are 
advocated by the leading swimming talent 
and authorities of the country, there is little 
coubt but that they will be incorporated by 
the Amateur Athletic union. 

Most important among the new rules is the 
clause legislating against taks short of sixty 
feet in length. It always has been under- 
stood among swimmers that records made in 
tanks lacking twenty yards of length would 
not stand and figures set up in such tanks 
never have been accepted, but many have 
wondered what would happen were the law 
tested. Recently the Chicago Athletic asso- 
ciation claimed a record for 110 yards by 
Daniels, made in the Michigan avenue tank, 
which is eight inches short, to have the rec- 
ord refused. While no one questioned the 
wisdom of discriminating against short tanks, 
there were those who doubted the constitu- 
tionality of the action. 

The proposed rules follow: 


CHAMPIONSHIP EVENTS. 

The national senior American A. U. swimming 
championship events shall consist of 50 yards, 100 
yeaids, 220 yards, quarter mile, half mile, and 
mile; back stroke, 100 yards; breast stroke, 200 
yards; fancy diving, plunge for distance, relay, 
200 yards (four men), and water polo. 

INTERMEDIATE AND JUNIOR CLASSES. 

The évents in the intermediate and junior classes 
shell consist of 80 yarus, lw yards, 2 yaras, 
quarter mile, half mile, and mile; also fancy 
diving and plunge for distance. That there also 
be a fancy aiving junior and intermediate cham- 
pion event for inaoors, the rules to govern it being 
the same as those which apply to the senior indoor 
event. 

The intermediate championship class shall be 
open to all swimmers who have never won & first 
place in a national senior A. A. U. swimming 
championship. 

The junior clase shall consist of only those who 
have never won a first, second, or third place in @ 
national senior A. A. U. swimming championship. 

The winning of oné single junior swimming 
event renders the contestant ineligible for further 
competition in that clasa, and promotes him to the 
intermediate; in the same manner the winner of a 
single intermediate event to be to the 
senior class. 

The winning of a junior or intermediate swim- 
ming race shall not prevent a contestant from 
taking part in a fancy diving or plunge competition. 

The fact that a swimmer has been on a winning 
water polo or relay team shall not disqualify him 
from either the intermediate or junior classes. 

Only points in the senior events shall be counted 
in determining the standing of the contesting clubs 
at a championship meeting. 

SWIMMING ON BACK. 

In swimming on the back the competitors shall 
lime up in the water facing the starting end, with 
both hands resting on the sill or rail of the beth. 
At the word *‘Go” or the pistol the competitors 
shall push off, commence and continue to swim on 
their backs throughout the race. At end of bath 
competitors shall place both hands on the end or 
rail of the bath before pushing off, ag at the com- 
mencement. The judges or, if they disagree, the 
referee, shall have power to disqualify any com- 
petitor under this clause. 

DIVING. 

The takeoffs for fancy outdoor diving shall con- 
sist of three heights—ten, twenty, and thirty feet. 
There shall be five regulation divee—plain front, 
plain back, front jack knife, back jack knife, and 
one and a half dives. There shall aleo be three 
special dives, to be selected by each of the con- 
testants, but in mo case shall such contestants 
be permitted to give one of the five regulation 
dives as one of the specials. 

There shall be three judges of diving, who shal) 
keep a separate score, and not be allowed to 
consult, and that the maximum number of pointe 
to be given for each of the dives shall be ae fol- 
lows:

The indoor fancy diving championship indoors 
shall be decided from a board at a maximum 
height of ten feet from the water and a minimum 
of six feet, the dives to be given as in the out- 
door event. 

PLUNGE FOR DISTANCE, 

The maximum height of takeoff for the plunge 
for distance be limited to eighteen inches, con- 
forming with the English standard. 

In the plunge when a contestant touches the 
side of the tank or pool his distance shall be taken 
and he be compelled to stop. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

No record shall be accepted for a swimming 
race that has been made in a tank or pool less 
than sixty feet In length. 

In turning the swimmer must touch the end of 
the. pool or tank with either the right or left hand 
before kicking off. 

The contestant in a handicap race who has the 
lowest handicap shall have the choice of posi- 
tion. 

In the case of a dead heat in a handicap race 
the contestant with the lowest handicap shall be 
declared the winner. Where a dead heat occurs 
between two men on the same mark the tie shall 
be decided by a swimoff on the same day, or 
the one refusing to swim off shall be given the 
second prize.
